Science Finds Man Can Eat 
Grass, Get More Vitamins 


Cincinnati. Ohio, April 7.—Man 
can eat grass and get more vita­ 
mins from it than from 
all 
the 
other plants and the fruits put to­ 
gether. 
Twelve pounds, dried, of 
the 
stuff that flies from the lawnmow- 
er contains more vitamins than 
340 pounds of fruits and 
vege­ 
tables—more fruits and vegetables 
than the average person seats in 
a year. 
This scientific discovery, along 
with methods to make grass pow­ 
der palatable in pancakes, break­ 
fast foods, bread, cookies, deserts 
and candy, was made public to­ 
night by the American Chemical 
Society. 
The m an-eats-grass report came 
from W. R. Graham, G. O. Kohler 
and C. F. Schnable of Kansas City, 
Mo. 
It is a new back-to-nature 
m ovement in chemistry intended 
to put more vitamins in reach of 
modest pocketbooks. 
Most of the vitam ins 
in 
the 
grass are now available in synthe­ 
tic form, but they are com para­ 
tively expensive. The report con­ 
tends that the grass powder can 
be made cheaply enough to be put 
in common foods with little ex­ 
pense. 
If man could eat 
green 
grass 
like animals, he would get all the 
vitam ins except D. Raw grass is 


not palatable, however, and when 
sundned, it loses vitamins. But in 
recent 
years 
t h e 
agricultural 
scientists have 
discovered 
that 
quick-drying preserves 
most 
of 
the vitam in content. 
Trying this for a human food, 
the Kansas City chemists dried the 
grass in a flash high tem perature. 
Then they powdered it and found 
that if it is sealed in containers 
filled with nitrogen, the vitamins 
last unim paired for 
about 
two 
years. 
One objection was green stains. 
The chemists said they had over­ 
come this by changing the grass 
to a neutral yellow color. 
The grass is only a source 
of 
vitam ins and not a substitute for 
any of the usual fruits and vege­ 
tables.

thiamin, one of the parts of the 
vitamin B complex. Thiamin 
is

Ninety days from 
the date of last dipping, the sheep 
will be subje«t to inspection by a 
Deputy State V eterinarian or Fed­ 
eral V eterinary Inspector, and if 
found free of scabies will be re­ 
leased from quarantine.

The descendants of this type 
of balsa boat are seen by passen 
gers today as they steam up the 
Guayas River in Ecuador on the 
cruises to South America’s west 
coast, and those in the photograph 
are encountered on trips to the 
Land of the Incas.

More than one hundred years nave passed since the laughing echoes 
of the first New Orleans Carnival celebration faded Into the penitential 
quiet of Ash Wednesday. Yet once again, on February 6 . will occur the i 
annual renewal of the Shrove Tuesday or Mardi Gras observance in its I 
customary splendor It ts an ageless, deathless festival which will live as I 
long as religion and love of pleasure 


New Orleans Carnival, most authentic and famous of Americas fes- 
1 
tivals, had its birth in 1827 when a group of gay-spirited students, j 
recently returned from school in Paris, donned strange costumes and i 
danced their way through the streets 
They had gotten the idea from 
the Mardi Gras revelry experienced on the Continent 
The Carnival is not. as the general conception goes, a one-day cele- I 
bration on Shrove Tuesday, but a brilliant social and festive season 
beginning on the twelfth night after Christmas and climaxing on Mardi 
Gras Day. 


By far the major part of the Carnival season is taken up by the long 
series of private balls which precede the day when Rex. King of the 
Carnival, arrives and begins his 24-hour rule. 
This rule consists of a tableau depicting some historical or mytholog­ 
ical event, generally staged In the Municipal Auditorium, presented

with members of the organization as cast. These performance* are pre­ 
sented theoretically, for the entertainment of the king and queen 
who rule over the ball and their court. 
Except for Rex, identity of 
the kings of the male groups is never revealed. 
The queen and her 
maids are selected by the captain and executive committee of each 
organization or "krewe” and are notified of their selection far in advance, 
but their identity is concealed until the night of the ball. Debutantes 
generally make up the courts of the krewe. 
The ball is often followed by all-night supper dances at downtown 
hotels or restaurants, attended by members of the krewe and their 
guests. 
In the final week of the Carnival, the larger krewes hold the festiv­ 
ities which are preceded by street pageants or parades. 
Last year, 
there were six of these organizations, in order: 
Thursday night before 
Mardi Gras, Momus; Friday night, Hermes; Saturday noon, Nor (the 
children’s parade); Monday night, Proteus; during the day Tuesday 
(Mardi Gras) Rex; and climaxing the season on Tuesday night, Comus. 
Mardi Gras day, of course, is the climax of the whole carnival season. 
Cares are forgotten and the city frolics. 
Maskers crowd the street* 
and play with absolute abandon. In the morning, the colored popula­ 
tion of the city celebrates with the parade of King Zulu, who arrives 
at the head of the New Basin Canal and leads an almost all-day prade 
through the negro sections. The crowd stops to view the parade of Rex 
around noon, and numerous small parades which pass all during the 
day. 
Groups, all masked or costumed, rent trucks and hold all-day 
truck rides accompanied by small, blaring bands. Comes night with the 
last of the street pageants, the balls and climatic meeting of Rex and 
Comus, after which everyone wends his way home in the grey dawn of 
Ash Wednesday 
Year in and year out, Mardi Gras comes and goes. 
It is a part of New Orleans.

M any women who feel

p ar are anemic, although the im- 
proverished state of the blood is 
often not suspected by the patients 
themselves.

irritated, but generally they ac­ 
count for their symptoms by say­ 
ing they are “nervous.”

ritability would vanish as soon as 
th e blood is properly built up.
